drew Oregon’s Ryan Yaden in 
his recent exploration of archi- 
tectural heritage in light of the 
pressures facing modern Asian 
mega-cities. 

Yaden recounts his travels 
on May 28 as the guest speaker 


in “Exploring Design,” the BSA 
lecture series at the Boston 
Public Library. He focuses 

on “eight instances of history 
lost and found, from the lost 
Hippodrome of Istanbul to the 
contemporary ghost-skyscrapers 
of Bangkok.” 

Yaden was the 2005 re- 
cipient of the BSA-administered 
Rotch Travelling Scholarship, 

a $35,000 award that enabled 
him to undertake his trip (see 
page 7). He earned his under- 
graduate degree in architecture 
at the University of Oregon 


and his master’s degree at 
Harvard’s Graduate School of 
Design in 2003. Yaden worked 
for Boston architecture firms— 
including Ann Beha Architects 
and designLAB—and, after 
his Asian journey, returned to 
Oregon and the firm of Works 
Partnership Architecture.

City commandments 
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hile statistics on 

carbon emis- 

sions, species 

extinction, crop- 
failure rates and sea-level rises 
have all generated a lot of talk 
on climate change, the question 
is what shall we do? 

“Cities are not the problem, 
they are the solutions,” said Dr. 
Jaime Lerner, architect and for- 
mer mayor of Curitiba, Brazil 
and the keynote speaker for 
the BSA’s recent Mass Impact 
symposium on climate change. 
With 75 percent of all carbon 
emissions coming from cities, 
Lerner laid out the following 
“city commandments.” 


Use your car less 

The keys to a smart mobility 
system are frequency, efficiency 
and maintenance, as evidenced 
by the Bus Rapid Transit system 
implemented by Lerner in 
Curitiba. By using a variety 

of systems (rail, surface and 
subway) and expediting time 

to load and unload the bus 
with “tube stations,” Curitiba’s 
public transportation ridership 
increased to three-quarters of 
all commuters—and it paid for 
itself. 


Separate your garbage 
“There is garbage that is not 
garbage,” said Lerner. In his 
first term as mayor, Lerner in- 


stituted payment in bus tokens 
for garbage separated for recy- 
cling—thus cleaning up the city 
and boosting public transpor- 
tation in one move. Teaching 
children is also an effective 

way to teach adults to carefully 
consider the waste stream and

cradle-to-cradle processing. 
“Students need to learn there 

is no ‘away,” said symposium 
presenter Dan Arons AIA of 
Architerra, which designed 
Cambridge School of Weston 
with composting toilets. “They 
need to learn at a young age that 
they are part of a system.” 


Live closer to work (or bring 
work closer to home) 

Land-use planning, both ona 
personal and regional level, is 
crucial to reducing the carbon- 
emissions burden our ancestors 
will inherit, as are the types of 
buildings in which we choose 
to live and work. Antonio Di 
Mambro FAIA, principal of Di 
Mambro Associates, presented 
a regional plan for Boston com- 


bining a harbor barrier to con- 
trol rising sea levels, expanded 
public transit—including water 
transit—and major investments 
in housing and recreational 
opportunities in the city center 
and around the water's edge. 
Fiona Cousins, principal of

Arup, advocates co-generation 
to get us closer to zero-carbon 
buildings. 


Create multi-use spaces 

Stop separating urban func- 
tions. Lerner also pointed out 
that “if there’s no solution 

on space, there should be on 
time,” advocating 24/7 mixed- 
use streets to enliven the city 
with minimum expenditure. 
Taking versatility to another 
level, symposium presenters 
Peter and Anneliese Latz of 
Latz + Partner in Kranzberg, 
Germany, transformed a motor- 
way from a car-only space to a 
tree-lined, pedestrian-friendly 
public space with strips of alter- 
nating road and green space. 


The second and final Mass Impact symposium is June 9 at 
MIT's Tang Center. Keynote speaker Nicky Gavron, deputy 
mayor of London, begins the day’s focus on energy and 
mobility. Visit architects.org/massimpact to register. 
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Commit to a perpetual process 
“People are afraid of instability, 
not change,” said symposium 
presenter Leith Sharp, director 
of Harvard University’s Green 
Campus Building Initiative. To 
achieve momentous change, we 
need to take small steps in order 
to reduce that sense of risk so 
that stakeholders at all levels 
are more willing to participate. 
Then it is imperative to continu- 
ing engaging people, assessing 
and addressing the weakest 
links in the process, reforming 
financial and accounting struc- 
tures to demonstrate long-term 
life-cycle costing, and institu- 
tionalizing new practices. 
According to the Northeast 
Climate Impact Assessment 
by the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, if New England was 
viewed as a country, it would be 
the seventh highest emissions- 
producing country in the 
world (the U.S. is number one). 
Boston can—and should—play 
a key role modeling sustainable 
behavior. “It’s cultural change, 
not climate change... It’s pos- 
sible, it’s possible. We can do it,” 
encouraged Lerner. m cE/Hsw
